> Wayne Gates again 
presses premier to 
keep Parliament 
Oak open

He said he wouldn't give up, 
and he hasn't. 

For the third time since he 
became a member of the oppo¬ 
sition at Queen's Park a little 
more than a month ago, MPP 
Wayne Gates has pressed for a 
commitment to stop the closure 
of Parliament Oak Public 
School. 

“It’s time for the premier to 
listen to local voices. The com¬ 
munity, parents, the lord mayor, 
city council, the Chamber of 
Commerce and the govern¬ 
ment’s own Accommodation 
Review Committee, all say the 
school should stay open,” Gates 
said in the legislature last 
Thursday during his member's 
statement, an opportunity each 
MPP is given to speak on any 
issue they choose. 

"It's an opportunity to high¬ 
light whatever issue you want," 
the fledgling MPP told the 
Advance.

One conditional licence 
for growing medicinal mari¬ 
juana in the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake has 
been approved by Health 
Canada under new regula¬ 
tions coming into effect 


April 1 and at least seven 
more applications have 
been received for grow-ops. 

The lack of input into the 
federally-regulated program 
by council and local resi¬ 
dents brought out concern 
and frustration at town 
council Monday. One resi¬ 
dent, Egidio Carone, had 
asked to speak on the issue. 


: of the problems 
he’s encountered as a neigh¬ 
bour who lives a few hun¬ 
dred metres from the Lake 
Shore Rd. greenhouses, he 
said in an email, include 
“the terrible visual appear¬ 
ance for local residents and 


tourists,” the rotten, musty 
smell emanating from the 
greenhouses, and break-ins 
in the area. He fears the 
existing problems will only 
worsen if the operation is 
granted a commercial 
licence. 

Coun. Martin Mazza said 
there are rumours and sus¬ 
picions among residents 
about the new reg¬ 
ulations that will 
require autho¬ 
rized marijuana 
users to purchase 
the drug through 
a government-au¬ 
thorized facility. 

"What do we 
do now?” he 
asked. “There is 
no opportunity for 
residents to add 
input.” 

NOTL’s chief 
administrative 
officer Mike 


Galloway said the new regu¬ 
lations are very onerous but 
licensed producers could 
grow the plants in green¬ 
houses on agriculturally- 
zoned land where any legal 
type of crops are permitted. 

"The Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake is not approv¬ 
ing marijuana growing 
operations,” Galloway said, 
noting that Health Canada 
provides notification to 
municipalities and the local 
police force when applica¬ 
tions for licences are 
received. 

"That doesn’t mean we 
have any control or deci¬ 
sion-making,” he said. "It 
just means they are required 
to give us notification.” 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
said he was shocked to see a 
high fence and barbed wir¬ 
ing at a medical marijuana 
facility that is currently 
operating on Lakeshore Rd.,

the site of a former rose¬ 
growing operation. 

“It looked more like the 
Thorold Detention Centre," 
he said, of the property that 
is currendy permitted to 
grow up to 2,000 plants for 
medicinal use. 

That permit will expire at 
the end of the month when 
the new legislation takes 

Mazza requested that 
town staff gather more infor¬ 
mation about the new legis¬ 
lation, including contacting 
MP Rob Nicholson and 
Niagara Regional Police 
Chief Jeffery McGuire. 

Coun. Terry Flynn sug¬ 
gested that staff also contact 
other municipalities m the 
Region to see what they are 
doing about potential grow- 

“Information from other 
municipalities would give 
us more clout,” he said. 

Eke said the marijuana 
growing regulations are 
similar to other pieces of 
legislation from senior lev¬ 
els of government, such as 
those regarding wind energy 
or solar panels, "where they 
make the rules and we are 
supposed to enforce 
(them).” 

The mayor said he would 
like the town to hold a pub¬ 
lic meeting for local resi¬ 
dents but “until we know 
the rules, we will have a hard 
time pushing back.”

Gates chose to use his 
90 seconds to speak about 
Parliament Oak. 

“I urge the premier to 
commit to keep Parliament 
Oak Public School open 
and to use it as a model 
school for all of Ontario,” 
Gates said. 

The other issue dear to 
his heart, he said, is the 
Fort Erie Race Track, and 
NDP leader Andrea 
Horwath used her time in 
the legislature to demand 
Premier Kathleen Wynne 
ensure the track has the 
funding it needs to contin¬ 
ue operating. 

The member's state¬ 
ment process does not 
demand the response a 
question posed during 
question period would, 
says Gates, but it keeps an 
issue front and centre. 

The MPP used his time 
to talk about the school’s 
history as the site of the 
first parliament of Upper 
Canada and its significance 
to the Old Town and cited 


past and projected expen¬ 
ditures showing it will cost 
almost $3 million to close 
the school. 

“Parliament Oak Public 
School is the heart of the 
community in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. It is the last pub¬ 
lic school left in the Old 
Town. Unfortunately this 
historic school is slated for 
closure even though the 
government just invested 
$1.6 million in renovations 
and upgrades. As a result 
of the planned closure of 
Parliament Oak, the school 
board is looking at spend¬ 
ing $1.3 million in expan¬ 
sion plans for a new school 
built only two years ago,” 
Gates said. 

He questioned the 
Liberal government’s past 
claims about supporting 
Ontario’s rural schools. 

"This Liberal govern¬ 
ment used to praise the 
role that rural schools 
played in small town 
Ontario. They used to call 
them community hubs. 
Local schools used to be 
important to this Liberal 


government. What hap¬ 
pened?” 

Gates says he ran on 
four issues: the Fort Erie 
Race Track, Parliament 
Oak, jobs and health care, 
and he will use every 
opportunity to speak to 
those issues. 

“I will continue to put 
pressure on the govern¬ 
ment every chance I get.” 

The premier met with 
parents “and her com¬ 
ments gave them some 
hope," he said. 

“If you take a look at the 
facts, listen to the argu¬ 
ments, and to the people 
who are supporting 
Parliament Oak, everybody 
is saying the same thing— 
it doesn’t make sense to 
close this school,” said 
Gates. 

CARE, the parent group 
lobbying trustees to keep 
the school open, is provid¬ 
ing the facts and figures 
that show the school 
should stay open. 

“You can’t question the 
credibility of this group or 
their information. They’re 


right on the money, doing 
what’s best for the kids, 
families and the commu¬ 
nity,” he said. 

“Hopefully the premier 
will listen.” 

When there’s an elec¬ 
tion around the corner, 
governments are some¬ 
times more committed to 
doing things they might 
not do otherwise, he added, 
and this could be the case 
with Parliament Oak. 

“Hopefully, with all of 
us working together, 
including the government 
and the opposition, we can 
make this happen. But for 
sure if I don’t say anything, 
it will die on the vine.” 

Parliament Oak parents 
were at the regular meet¬ 
ing of school board trust¬ 
ees Tuesday to answer 
some of the questions that 
have been posed to them, 

their case for keeping the 
Old Town school open. 

They will have another 
opportunity to address 
trustees April 8. A decision 
is expected April 22.

house, is unacceptable. 

His case also prompt¬ 
ed King to question 
whether local residents 
would be better off going 
to the Greater Niagara 
General Hospital in 
Niagara Falls due to the 
difficulties and expense 
of travelling to the hospi¬ 
tal in west St. Catharines. 

“We have contributed 
greatly to the funding of 
the new hospital,” said 
King. 


“(But) we are one of 
the more challenging 
communities in the 
region to get to that loca¬ 
tion. Is my home hospital 
St. Catharines or Niagara 
Falls?” 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
agreed that the location 
of the new hospital is not 
the best for local resi¬ 
dents who have to con¬ 
tend with train tracks and 
canals in addition to the 
distance.

He also said the only 
direct route to the Niagara 
Falls hospital is via Four 
Mile Creek Rd., but he is 
hoping there will be a 
public transit link soon at 
the Outlet Collection at 
Niagara mall which is 
slated to open in May. 

“This is not the first 
time council has raised 
concerns," said Coun. 
Gary Zalepa Jr. 

“This is a serious prob¬ 
lem. Here we are funding 
something that is almost 
impossible to get to.” 

Councillors also 
expressed concerns about 
services for local resi¬ 
dents with the likely clo¬ 
sure of the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake hospital site 
when a new hospital for 
South Niagara is built. 

“Maybe it is time for 
Dr. Kevin Smith (chief 
executive officer of the 
Niagara Health System) 
to come and give us a 
report card ... on where 
we are at,” said Coun. 
Terry Flynn. 

King agreed that invit¬ 
ing Smith to address 
council’s questions and 
concerns about the future 
of health care delivery for 
town residents would be 
a good idea. 

Councillors unani¬ 
mously approved his 
motion to invite Smith to 
a council meeting.

VBA members, kids vote for 
favourite playground design

BCids will have a new place to play in 
town this summer, and adults a new 
work-out location. 

But first the parks and recreation 
department has to make a choice. 

Thursday afternoon Clive Buist, 
parks and recreation director, dis¬ 
played four different designs for play¬ 
ground equipment that have been 
submitted from different companies, 
and four designs for adult fitness 
equipment to be installed at the Virgil 
Sports Park, in the area of the splash 

The project was conceived as the 
second phase of the splash pad, to be 
installed when funds were available. It 
is expected to be completed and 
enjoyed by kids and adults by the end 

The total cost of all the equipment, 
including benches, shade trees 
and park restoration, is expected to be 
$190,000. Of that, $50,000 has been 
donated by the Virgil Business 
Association and the 2013 Town 
Golf Classic has contributed $21,179 
to the project The remainder will come 
from parks and development charges 
reserves, said Buist. 

Because of the large donation from 
the VBA, where the idea for the project 
originated—the organization donated 
$125,000 to the splash pad—members 
were invited to view the designs 
Thursday, and vote for their favou- 

VBA members were also encour¬ 
aged to bring their kids, to see what the 
young people in town would prefer in 
the way of playground equipment. 

Parks and recreation staff will take 
those comments into consideration, 
but will also be looking at what will be 
the longest-lasting and most cost-ef¬ 


fective as far as maintenance, said 
Buist. 

Sara Leboudec, 11, and her brother 
Austin, 6, visited the Mary Snider 
Room at the Virgil arena Thursday, to 
have a look at the designs. 

They were both in agreement when 
choosing their first and second choic¬ 
es, and their father, VBA member Phil 
Leboudec, came up with the same 
choices independently of their discus- 

He liked a design that had a palm- 
tree cover to one of the climbers, with 
a tree-house ladder—it fit with the 
splash pad, he said. 

His kids took their time when con¬ 
sidering and chose the design with the 
components they liked the best. 

“They’re playground aficionados— 
they’ve been to enough of them. They 
know what they like, and that design 
seemed to have the elements they're 
interested in.” 

It might not be the one the parks 
and recreation department staff 
choose—that particular design has 
some surfaces that would be difficult 
to clean if it ends up a victim of graffiti. 
“It’s a shame that we have to think 
about that,” said Leboudec, "but that’s 
the reality, and it’s the job of the staff to 
consider maintenance issues." 

There also seemed to be consensus 
on the adult equipment—one particu¬ 
lar design came with signage that was 
discreet, but also contained sufficient 
information to explain how safely to 
use It. 

The signs also included a bar code 
for an app that could provide a person¬ 
alized fitness program, tailored to age 
and fitness level. 

“There are only so many options 
when it comes to fitness equipment,” 
said Leboudec. 

“But I really liked the low profile of 
the signs. They were very informative 
without being too front and centre.”

MPP determined to be heard in legislature 


Whether or not the voters of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake marked their ballots for 
NDP MPP Wayne Gates in the February 
byelection, they have a good representa¬ 
tive working for them. 

He’s tenacious. He's a bulldog. He 
doesn't let up.

Time to prune back some shrubs 


I am not the most patient 
gardener and that latest 
snow just did not help me at 
all. 

My only solution was to 
get some peat pots and start 
planting. I started with some 
new canna bulbs I picked 
up. One bulb per pot in a 
good soil mix, add some 
bone meal and give them a 
little water to get them start¬ 
ed - when they are up and 
showing I will plant them 
out in the planters. For now 
I will keep them in the 
warmth and give them a 
good start. 

There are a lot of places 
stocking a variety of bulbs 
right now so go have a look, 
try something new. 

One thing we can do just 
now is prune back our sum¬ 
mer flowering shrubs and 
trees - start by removing all 
the dead wood. Spirea, but¬ 
terfly bush, and pee gee 
hydrangea can be cut back 
by one-third.

clematis can be cut back by 
one-third their height. Ifyou 
are unsure, it's safe to cut 
back by half the plant's 
height. 

For roses, remove dead 
wood and shorten any 
branches that are thinner 
than a pencil. Don't prune 
your spring flowering shrubs 
such as forsythia, purple 
sand cherry, flowering 
almond, lilac and mock 
orange. These bloom on the 
previous season's growth 
and should be pruned after 
they bloom.

Prepare a quick-start 
growth stimulant for peren¬ 
nial plants - try a mix of 
equal parts blood, bone and 
kelp meals. Scratch 125 ml 
around each plant's root 
system.

What is anticipated is 
$1.29 for operations, $0.91 
for capital investments and 
$0.18 for an airport plan¬ 
ner, Flynn said. 

The capital investment 
is based on a Capital Asset 
Management Plan that 
anticipates a 10-year work¬ 
ing capital plan to main¬ 
tain the existing operations 
with regard to lifespan and 
replacement costs.

the tourist season. 

But there will always be 

loyal following, even if she 
has to usher locals in the 
back door, she jokes. 

Series producer Steven 
Mitchell says recommenda¬ 
tions for show-worthy eat¬ 
ing establishments can 
come in many forms, includ¬ 
ing the research team of five 
people, hodine tips, or just a 
“general buzz” on the street. 

He has a connection to 
NOTL that drew him to the 
restaurant when he was vis¬ 
iting last summer, so he 
knew the quality of the food 
and the great atmosphere, 
he said. 

“The food is amazing. I 
had the steak and ale pie 
when I was here last August 


and it was really, really 

He also looks for “people 
with a passion for a particu¬ 
lar kind of food, and they 

He certainly found that 
in Watt, he said. He also 
looks for contemporary 
twists to traditional fare. 

"For example, we see a 
million shepherd’s pies. 


In the case of Watt's pub 
fare, he adds, "I don’t know 
that there are any secrets, I 
just know that it’s really, 
really good.” 

Once the show’s produc¬ 
ers do their research, they 
have to present their choices 
to the Food Network for 
their “seal of approval,” says 
Mitchell. 

“They have to believe in 
it before we go any further.”

Kid Mitchell opening at Virgil 
Stampede kick-off concert 


Mentor Kim Mitchell

When Kim Mitchell comes to 
Virgil in May, he's bringing some 
young talent with him—one of them 
local. 

The Kid Mitchell band of five 
youngsters, chosen through a con¬ 
test held last fall, will be the opening 
band. 

Mitchell and Q107, the Toronto 
radio station where he has been an 
afternoon announcer since 2004, 
launched the project to create the 

Mitchell, the Juno-winning front¬ 
man for 1970’s band Max Webster 
who went on to a hit-making solo 
career, hand-picked five young musi¬ 
cians from audition videos from 
about 100 nine to 14-year-olds and 
took them into a Toronto recording 
studio to remake his 1989 hit, Rock 
'n' Roll Duty. 

One of them is 10-year-old 
Christian Lalama of St. Catharines, 
the youngest band member to be 
chosen. 

The St. Peter Catholic School stu¬ 
dent has been taking piano lessons 
since he was four years old. 

When he played for his audition 
video, his dad convinced him to wear 
his “I pee in pools” T-shirt—his musi¬ 
cian father, Paul Lalama, thought it 
would make him stand out, he said. 

It worked—he impressed Mitchell 
with his talent and his attitude, and 
became the keyboard player for the 

The video of that Toronto studio 
performance has attracted more 
than 20,000 views on YouTube. And 
in addition to a couple of live perfor¬ 
mances, the Kid Mitchell band was 
the subject of a YTV documentary, 
Born to Rock, that includes Kim 
Mitchell. 

Rock ‘n’ Roll Duty is the only Kim 
Mitchell tune the boys play—Lalama 
says he has a list of about 14 songs he 
has to learn over the next few weeks, 
with help from his uncle Mark 
Lalama, who was the piano player 
for Canadian Idol. 

They are all “classic rock" songs, 
says the youngster, “from bands like 
Led Zepplin. They’re songs I’ve lis¬ 
tened to, but I’ve never played 


He will also spend some time with 
the other boys in the band rehears¬ 
ing for what looks like a busy sum¬ 
mer line-up, as they open for Mitchell 

Is he excited to be on the same 
stage as Kim Mitchell? 

Had he ever heard of Kim Mitchell 
before he made the audition tape? 

Yes to both, says Lalama. 

“It’s pretty amazing, pretty cool to 
be playing with him. He’s a great 
musician. He looks a lot different 
now, and he’s really nice.” 

“It’s wild to see what they’re 
doing," says Paul, of his son and the 
other young band members. 

“It's been crazy to see the TV 
show, the video, the money that’s 
been spent on a recording session. 
This is such a great opportunity.” 

It’s also had an effect on Christian’s 
commitment to music, says Paul. 

“It's propelled him to work even 
harder, and in the last few months 
he's become twice as good. It's been 
an opportunity for him to see the 
reward for his hard work. I’m really, 
really thankful this happened.” 

When Christian’s mentor takes 
his band out on the road, it will 
include an appearance in Virgil in 
May, at the outdoor concert that 
kicks off the annual Victoria Day 
weekend Virgil Stampede. 

Along with Lalama, the Kid 
Mitchell band includes singer Ben 
Blackman, Adam Allen on bass, 
drummer Gabriel Giammaria and 
guitarist Ayden Jacobs. 

When the Virgil Business 
Association decided to step up their 
fundraising efforts and add a Friday 
evening concert to what was already 
a three-day event, Mitchell seemed 
an obvious choice for the demo¬ 
graphic the event targets. There will 
be a wine and beer garden spon¬ 
sored by the Steamwhistle Brewery, 
the Niagara College Teaching 
Brewery, and Pillitteri Estate wines. 

With final say over opening acts, it 
was Mitchell’s choice to feature the 
Kid band. 

Doors for the Virgil concert open 
at 6 p.m., with locals James Brown 
and Mike Dixon playing some acous¬ 
tics and percussions before the Kid 
Mitchell band takes the stage. 
Mitchell himself is expected to per¬ 
form from 9 p.m. to 11 p.m., when 
the concert will be shut down to con¬ 
form to the town’s noise bylaw.

Kevan O'Connor admits 
he enjoys driving a nice 

But ‘nice’ doesn’t come 
close to describing his 
newest vehicle, a totally 
electric Tesla. 

It’s an evironmentally- 
friendly machine, with no 
gas engine. It has green 
licence plates issued by 
the province, along with a 
rebate of $8,500. And it’s 
permitted in the HOV 
commuter lanes on high¬ 
ways, with just one person. 


But the eco-friendly fac¬ 
tor wasn’t the draw, says 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
real estate broker. 

Nor was the fact that it 
will save him about $3,000 
a year in gas. 

What does rate high 
with O’Connor is that it’s 
a fabulous-looking vehi¬ 
cle, and it’s fast. 

It can travel from zero 
to 100 km/hour in four 

"I’ve always liked to 
have a nice car—I spend a 
lot of time in it. But more 
than that, it's part of my 
brand," says O’Connor. 

“Having a decent vehi¬ 
cle is part of doing busi¬ 
ness with high-end clien¬ 
tele, and this is more than 
decent. This is exotic. We 
all have to spend money 
to buy a car, but this car is 
a lot of fun."

on it, but the 
base price for the 
car is $80,000, 
and extras take it 
over the $100,000 
mark. 

“It’s not for 
the faint of heart," 
he says. 

The fun part 
comes in part 
from the toys— 
including a 
19-inch screen 
that is always 
connected to the 
internet, and an 
entertainment 
system that 
includes satellite 
and Slacker, an 
internet radio 
system which 
provides the abil¬ 
ity to customize 
a radio station.

extras also include a pan¬ 
oramic glass roof, 21” tur¬ 
bine wheels with high- 
performance tires, and a 
high-performance battery 
with a maximum range of 
300 miles. 

The body is all alumi¬ 
num, and with the slab of 
batteries that runs the 
length of the car, weighs in 
at about 4,500 pounds. 

“The battery life is the 
main consideration. It has 
about an eight to 10-year 
lifespan, and it can be 
replaced, but it’s not 

It charges at home over¬ 
night with a heavy-duty 
outlet, or a super-charger 
on the highway gets the 
job done in 30 minutes. 

The cost of charging at 
home, he says, is about 
$5. 

Although O’Connor 
says he’ll drive the Tesla to 
Florida next winter, with 
“thousands of places” to 
charge it along the way, his 
main consideration was to 
drive around Niagara, 
using it as a mobile office. 


When he considers the 
cost, he says, which he 
freely admits could seem a 
litde frivolous, he justifies 
it to himself by weighing 
the value of the vehicle as 
a tool for doing business. 

He can bring up photos 
of properties on the screen, 
take his customers on a 
tour of the inside of a 
house, or provide an aerial 
satellite view, which is 
especially helpful with 
large commercial proper¬ 
ties, he says. 

“You can save a lot of 
time by allowing people to 
determine what they want 
to see and what they don’t. 
It’s a very useful tool, a 
mobile accessory. It makes 
time spent in the car much 
more productive.” 

And more comfortable. 

In addition to being a 
great-looking vehicle, “it 
feels different. There is no 
transmission, no feeling of 
a motor or gear-shifting. 
It’s very smooth, and 
there’s no engine noise— 
just the sound of the 
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A19” computer screen with internet access sits in the middle of the console, a great business tool for a real 
estate broker. It’s just one of the many benefits of the Tesla S, the 2013 Motor Trend Car of the Year.

RiverBrink Ait Museum gives 
women in history their due 


Female artists subject 
of new show at 
Queenston art 
museum

They are talented female artists 
who were often given short shrift 
during their creative lives. 

And now RiverBrink Art Museum 
is giving them a show of their own. 

In one room, a Mary Cassatt 
piece called “Sketch for Sara ... 
Feeding her Dog” features a wispy, 
mournftil looking young girl. 

Another 1929 piece by the 
renowned Canadian painter Emily 
Carr portrays a haunting barn and 
burial ground site on Nootka Island, 
B.C. 

It’s part of a new show called 
“35: WomenArtists in the RiverBrink 
Collection” that the Queenston gal¬ 
lery has pulled together from the 
permanent collection. 

Those works are part of the Weir 


Foundation established by Sam 
Weir, who built the Niagara River 
estate that became an art gallery 
after he died in 1981. 

“Women artists have always 
been relatively underrepresented 
within institutions and also in col¬ 
lections,” said RiverBrink Diane 
Pellicone, during a weekend tour. 

"Sam Weir was a product of his 
time. So of the 500 artists he col¬ 
lected from over his lifetime, only 
35 were women,” Pellicone said. 

"It doesn't mean there wasn’t 
quality art produced by women art¬ 
ists, just that there was an under¬ 
representation.” 

The gallery is also trying to 
redress that situation through some 
recent additions from women art- 

Most of the artists in the exhibit 
created their works from the late 
1800’s to early 1900’s. A large num¬ 
ber, but not all of them are 
Canadian. 

The 35 show is one of two exhib¬ 
its at RiverBrink — the other, “The 
War of 1812-14: People and Places" 
are both curated by Debra Antoncic 
and continue until February, 2015.
